The own- 
ers of the bonds may, therefore, eipect to 
receive in a very few days their checks in 
prepayment of the interest to Sept. 1, 
1S91, while the new bond? will follow 
promptly upon their receijft from the bu- 
reau of engraving and printing. From 
the manner in which the national banks 
are responding it is expected that there is 
plenty of work ahead in the loan division.

Chicago, Rev 6. L Miller of Decatur, Mr. 
Myers of Varna, III, K A. Bevans of 
Macon, E. II Kobb of Waynesville and Rev. 
Sprulll of Macou. 


In the afternoon there was stirring music 


and three good speeches. Rev J. T Fen- 
der of Bement made vigorous and very 
able talk on "The Foes of Prohibition" 
He severely criticised ministers and chnrch 
members who vote for license candidates or 
with a license party. 
P A Burdick. the 


noted New York evangelist made his intro- 
ductory address, which was a combination 
of keen logic, genuine eloquence and 
pathos 
He was formerly a democratic 


lawyer but upon signing a pledge and 
taking part in temperance

The InTeDtlon of Felted Cloth*. 


An illustration of the intimacy of the 


moat modern and most ancient of civiliza- 
tions la found in the fact that it was left 
for an American citizen to first successfully 
essay the mechanical fabrication of felted 
cloths. Thomas Robinson Williams, of 
South Kingston, R. I, Invented the pro- 
cess of making felted cloths of commercial 
length, and patented it May 23,1830. Since 
that day felts have appeared in innumera- 
ble forms, as printed and embossed piano 
cloths, ladies' skirts, floor coverings, often 
with highly artistic designs; material for 
roofs and protectors against weather, 
piano hammers, shoe linings, etc. It la dif- 
ficult to imagine any department of indus- 
try in which weal, in its felted form, does 
not somewhere play its part. Thus we 
have taken the simple discovery of an- 
tiquity and made it among the chief In- 
strumentalities of civilization.—S. N. D. 
North in Popular Science Monthly.
